France Reported to be

St. Petersburg, June 2.—There are 
various rumors afloat in the city that 
the emperor is dead, having 
either 
committed suicide or been assassinated. 
The rumors are untrue. 


St. Petersburg. June 2.—An even­ 
ing paper printed a sensational story 
from a Paris correspondent saying he 
was in a position to state that after 
the passage of many telegrams 
be­ 
tween the French foreign office and 
the French embassy here M. Bompard, 
the French ambassador, is returning 
hastily to St. Petersburg from Paris at 
the request of Russia, to arrange for 
peace 
negotiations, 
France 
having 
agreed, if Japan's terms are too oner­ 
ous, to undertake to ask the concert 
of all the powers to compel both pow­ 
ers to mediate. At both the foreign of­ 
fice and the French embassy the story 
was denied, but there is reason to be­ 
lieve that M. Bompard is bringing a 
direct message from For cis n Minister 


Delcasse urging Russia to make peace. 


O ne R u ssian A d m ira l K ille d . 
London, June 2.—The pith of the 
news of the battle of the sea of Japan 
is a dispatch from Tokio. stating offi­ 
cially that Rear Admiral Voelkersan, 
conima rider of Rojestvensky's battle­ 
ship squadron, was killed in the first 
fight while in his conning tower on the 
battleship Osliabia, and that Admiral 
Rojestvensky is in the hospital at Sa- 
seba, and that his condition is serious, 
owing to a slight fracture of the skull; 
that the total casualties on the Rus­ 
sian fleet will reach 7,000. and that 
4.000 men are prisoners. 
A St. Peters­ 
burg dispatch says it is reported that 
the emperor has agreed to convoke a 
national assembly.

FAST RUSSIAN SHIP REPORTED AT VLADIVOSTOK, 


HAVING ELUDED THE FLEET OF ADMIRAL TOGO 


Ja p a n e se O fficer T ells H ow T ogo D escen d ­ 
ed on th e R u ssian s. 


Tokio, June 2.— A Japanese officer 
who has returned to Sasebo gives the 
following account of the sea fight off 
the Tsu islands: 
“At 3:30 Saturday 
morning a wireless message reading: 
‘The enemy’s squadron is iu sight,’ 
reached the naval base. This message 
was transmitted to all our ships by 
the flagship, with instructions to 
get 
ready for action. 
Our squadron h it 
its rendezvous and headed 
for the 
eastern 
channel off Tsushima. 
Our 
men seemed to be filled with new in­ 
spiration, and were eager for the long- 
delayed fight to begin. When Tsushi­ 
ma was sighted to the southwest the 
the sea was rough and the torpedo 
boats were forced to run for the shelter 
of the island. 
“Our third fighting squadron, with 
the Takashiho to port, reconnoitered 
the Russian course, and at 11:30 a. in. 
informed the main squadron U>y wire­ 
less telegraph that the Russian ships 
were passing into th** east channel, 
whereupon our main squadron, chang­ 
ing its course somewhat to th** south­ 
ward. came in sight of Okiushima at 
I o’clock in the afternoon. 
The third 
division arri\ed later and joined the 
main squadron. 
The first and second 
divisions, accompanied by the destroy­ 
er flotilla,changed to a westerly course, 
while the third division and the fourth 
destroyer flotilla headed slightly east­ 
ward. 
“During the manoeuver th** Russian 
flagship appeared to tin* southward at 
1:43 o'clock. 
The Russians steamed 
up in double column. 
The fleet was 
I amorous, but no living being was visi­ 
ble. 
The Russian ships seemed to be 
In good order. 
Our ships hoisted the 
flag of action, the Mikasa signalling 
‘The destiny of our empire depends 
upon this action. 
You are all expected 
to do your utmost.’ 
Our men seemed 


to silently weigh the significance 
of 
this signal. 
Our first and second di­ 
visions turned to the Russians’ star­ 
board. while the third division kept in 
close touch with the preceding two di­ 
visions.

the council chamber were packed to 
suffocation with spectators, but there 
was no disturbance and the action of 
the municipal legislators was received 
In silence. 


M a yor W e a v e r W a s P re s e n t. 
An unusual feature of the meeting 
of councils was the presence of May­ 
or Weaver, accompanied by 
his 
at­ 
torney, in a room adjoining the up­ 
per branch during the vote on his ap 
pointments. 
He was prepared to ap­

Federal officials 
say that there will be no hurry about 
serving warrants on those who arc iru 
dictedd, and that indictments will not 
be made public until the government 
has served tile warrants on the in­ 
dicted men. 
E alike the indictments of a state 
grand jury, federal indictments are re­ 
turned in nearly every case against 
accused persons who have already ap­ 
peared before a court commissioner. 


I he result is that all. it is believed, of 
the persons who will be indicted by 
the present federal grand jury are now 
under bond, or are in jail because they 
could not furnish bail bond. 
This is 
the case with Bigelow and Goll. 
Should these men be arrested on 
warrants, the only result for the time 
being might be an increase in their 
bail bond. 
rl his would depend on the 
number 
of 
indictments 
returned 
against them. 
Neither the attorneys for Bigelow 
and Goll nor the United States dis­ 
trict attorneys will be ready to trv

They argued that in thi« as in other 
cases the accused should be presumed 
innocent until proven guilty and that 
a board operating under extra-consti- j 
tutional powers ought not to be em­ 
powered to declare a man guilty and 
compel him to seek a trial tinder the 
presumption of guilt. 
Senators Wil­ 
cox, Stondall and Noble favored the 
assembly bill, declaring that the hoard 


I should have large powers and that it, 
• would not be abused. 
They also d e-1 
j dared that if a physician were w rong-j 
fully declared guilty he could prove 
his innocence in the courts. The oth­ 
er side rejoined that this would clothe 
the board with powers of persecution, 
that the board could declare a man 
guilty for one alleged offense and af­ 
ter he had secured a reversal of that 
decision in a trial the board could 
pick up another similar offense, knock 
out the man and compel him in this 
manner to he under the presumption 
| of guilt until he could secure another 
trial. 


The debate on the floor of the sen­ 
ate is assured to be heated and sensa­ 
tional. Charges will surely be made 
'against the kind of physicians against 
whom the state board desires to op­ 
erate and similar sensational charges 
will be presented against the physi­ 
cians who are pushing this proposed 
legislation.
